... MR. CHADWICK’S LITTLE GIRL GROWS UP 


r the life of every father, soon after the birth of his first child, comes 
a day when he swears he will keep a camera record of his baby’s 
growth. So universal is this urge that for years Eastman Kodak Co. 
made it a principal factor in its advertising copy. Countless parents 
buy cameras, dutifully take an shot, generally neglect to take 
more. Only one in a million has the persistence to continue year after 
year this careful camera documentation. 

One of these rare parents is Frank H. Chadwick of The Bronx, New

THE CHINESE OUTFIGHT THE JAPANESE AS SHANGHAI BLAZES 


t Shanghai, the underdog Chinese Army 

has already made a great name for itself 
outfighting the Japanese. Picture abore shows 
the flames lighting Shanghai y 
two armies fought. Damage to the city so far 
is estimated at $275,000,000. 

‘This picture looks north. In the foreground 
is the Whangpoo River which winds off to the 
right to meet the Yangtze River. Off the left 
is the frightened International Settlement. In 
the centre is the battleground—Shanghai’s 
Hongkew and Yangtzepoo sections, the latter 
all-Chinese, the former dominated by Japan. The flames etch the Chinese 
salient in the Japanese lines which circle along the Whangpoo. 

Had the Chinese fought a defensive battle. the Japanese could easily 
have used a pincer movement to nip off the salient. Instead the Chinese, 
under General Pai Tsung-hsi (lef®), chose to attack, breaking through to 
the riverbank. ‘The Japanese fleet then swept up the river, blazing away 
with its smaller guns. They blasted the Chinese back from the river front 
but on Sept. 1 the Chinese fought their way to the riverbank again. This

time they set up heavy batteries, blasted back at the Japanese cruisers. 
When the Japanese brought up troopships to land Army: men in support 
of the hard-pressed Japanese marines, the Chinese guns chased the troop- 
ships down the river again. Meanwhile, in the far distance of this picture, 
another battle was being fought on the Yangtze to hottle up Japanese land- 
ing forces trying to march on the rear of the Chinese troops at Shanghai. 

Foreign observers suspected both sides of starting fires to protect their 
flanks. The Japanese were fighting by rule, basing their attack on lessons 
learned in the similar attack on Shanghai in 1932 when only the Chinese 
19th Route Army put up a fight. ‘The Chinese are now fighting a highly 
individualistic war. Chinese plain-clothes men filter through Japanese 
lines, take up position and begin sniping. Chinese torpedo sleds attack the 
massed Japanese fleet. Every Chinese with a gun is using his wits for 
all they are worth. 

But the success of the large Chinese strategy was apparently due to 
General Pai, appointed by China’s Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 
A famed strategist, General Pai has long opposed Chiang's passive atti- 
tude toward Japan. A decisive symptom when Japan invaded Chinathis time 
was that Pai, instead of sulking in his home province of Kwangsi, rushed 
to Nanl to confer with Chiang and the other, province commanders.

Heinkel bombers flew 150 miles up the Yangtze River from 
Shanghai to Nanking, China’s capital. They dropped their bomb loads 
on Nanking Airdromes, base of part of the Chinese air fleet, destroyed 
at least the antiaircraft-gun crew and a plane under repair. But be- 
fore the Japanese could get away, Chinese fighters were up and on 
their tail, later claimed to have shot down six of the twelve. 

Photographer Walter Bosshard got the exclusive pictures on this 


page of two of the destroyed Japanese planes. After he had developed 
these prints, the negatives were confiseated by the Chinese Nationalist 
Government. The Japanese planes were supposed to have flown 
the 600 miles from the Japanese island of Formosa off the China Sea. 
‘They claimed to have destroyed “scores” of Chinese planes but the 
Chinese admitted only the plane shown below. Chinese squadrons 
counterattacked at Shanghai from Aug. 28, were extremely effective 
but up to Sept. 3 had not succeeded in sinking a Japanese hattleship.

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LOUIS KEEPS TITLE BUT LOSES PRESTIGE AS FARR FIGHTS GAMELY TO THE LAST BELL 


r his first defense of the world heavyweight cham- 
pionship at Manhattan's Yankee Stadium Aug. 
30, Joe Louis won a 15-round decision on points over 
‘Tommy Farr and a salvo of boos from 37,000 spec- 
tators, Before the fight the betting was even that the 
Negro champion would knock out the Welsh chal- 
lenger in the first five rounds, What was generally 
expected to be an evening of one-sided carnage re- 
solved st part intoa comparatively in- 
conclusive jabbing match, Not once in all 15 rounds 
was either fighter knocked flat. 

Except for two rounds, Louis failed miserably to 
show the stuff with which he won the title from 
Braddock in June. In the fifth, after a long series of 
left jabs that gave him only « technical edge, he un- 
corked a right to Farr’s temple that sent the Welsh- 
man reeling. In the thirteenth, Louis caused Farr to 
buckle with a left hook to the jaw. But mostly the 
challenger refused to be awed by the champion and, 
despite a badly bleeding face, exhibited plenty of 
courage in exchanging left punches.

Cartoons reproduced by photoelectric cells 


[st invention for outdoor advertisers is the animated-cartoon 
electric sign. ‘This remarkable device is now adding a few 
more kinks and colors to New York City’s “sign skyline” and 
will probably soon line the Broadways of most big U. S. cities. 

Largest animated sign (3,225 sq. ft.) erected to date is the one 
shown here advertising Paramount’s movie High, Wide and 
Handsome at the Astor Theatre in New York City. In its centre 
is a 720-sq. ft. bank of 4,104 six-watt light bulbs. Each group of 
four bulbs is activated by one of 1,026 photoelectric cells in the 
control room. ‘These cells in turn are touched off by light passing 
through an animated cartoon film (see right). Hence this sign 
can display all the antics of cartoon actors while ordinary posters 
are limited to short cycles of action. 

Promoter of this new advertising scheme is youthful, natty 
Douglas Leigh who bought all U.S. rights from a European com- 
pany called Epok. He expects to cover the U. 8. with animated 
signs within the next few years, estimates the cartoons stop eight 
times as many sidewalk strollers as do ordinary animated signs. 


Inventor of animated-cartoon signs is an Austrian expatriate, Kurt Rosenberg, shown 
looking at a movie cartoon. He worked eight years on the idea before perfecting it.

DR. MORGAN’S FRUIT FLIES EXPLAIN HEREDITY 


rand old man of genetics (the science of heredity) 

is Dr. Thomas Hunt Morgan of California Insti- 
tute of Technology. Every summer Dr. Morgan 
spends three months at Marine Biological Laboratory 
at Woods Hole, Mass. where these pictures of him 
were recently taken. For more than 30 years he has 
probed the laws of heredity. For coming close to solv- 
ing them he was awarded the 1933 Nobel Prize for 
Medicine. 

‘To show how characteristics are transmitted from 
one generation to the next, Dr. Morgan chose the 
fruit fly (Drosophila melanogaster) for laboratory 
experiments. These quick-breeding insects, produc- 
ing 25 to 30 generations a year, demonstrate that 
such transmissions follow a regular system (Mendel's 


Dr. Morgan at 71 is a kindly, modest gentleman whose 
whole life has been devoted to scientific research. Above, 
he is attending the annual corporation meeting of the 


law). In fruit-fly germ cells Geneticist. Morgan 
found granules arranged in four different ways like 
strings of beads. These strings are called chromo- 
somes and appear to be made up, in turn, of ultra- 
microscopic cylinders called genes. After observing 
the behavior of fruit-fly cells for many years, Dr. 
Morgan concluded that the chromosomes trans- 
mitted characteristics, that characteristics are not 
only inherited individually but also in groups 
according to the transfer of groups of genes from 
one chromosome to another. Hence the cell nucleus 
which contains the chromosomes is the building 
block of Dr. Morgan's theory of heredity. For

Dr. Harvey grows unfertilized sea-urchin cells 


D Ethel Browne Harvey (right), wife of Princeton University’s famed 
physiologist Dr. Edmund Newton Harvey, is an able biologist in her own 
right. Like Dr. Morgan (see previous page), she too passes her summers in- 
vestigating minute organisms at Marine Biological Laboratory at Woods 
Hole, Unlike Dr. Morgan, she is not interested in cell nuclei, chromosomes 
and genes but in that part of the germ cell which is outside the nucleus, called 
cytoplasm, ‘The nucleus has always been known as the part of the cell essen- 
tial to reproduction. ‘The cytoplasm is supposedly sterile matter. 

‘The sexless creation of animal life is now the astounding achievement 
made by Dr. Harvey. She has created the first stages of development in 
the existence of the sea urchin from the cytoplasm of cells which |lacked 
the maternal nuclei and were never fertilized by the male germ cell. To 
obtain such results she first extracted mature unfertilized egg cells from 
the ovaries of a sea urchin (Arbacia punctulata). ‘These are put in a cen- 
trifuge which whirls them around at terrific speed. ‘The cells are drawn 
apart and finally broken in two. ‘The half cells containing the nuclei are dis- 
carded. ‘Those containing cytoplasm are kept. The latter are treated with con- 
centrated sea water and chemicals, then transferred back to normal sea 
‘There, these theoretically sterile cytoplasm cells start to reproduce by 
ivision. As many as 500 are thus obtained by successive cleavages. These 
nonnucleate cells have the appearance of early embryonic development, 
have lived as long as one month. If Dr. Harvey is able to carry the pro- 
cess one step further she will have upset fundamental concepts of biology.

Genetics may he revolutionized 


r. Harvey's experiment with sea urchins is the 

first known case in which cells, deprived of both 
male and female nuclei and consequently of chromo- 
somes and genes, have divided and reached the first 
stages of body development. Many years ago it was 
demonstrated that the male cell could be dispensed 
with. However, when both nuclei are lacking it 
means that the part played by nuclei is far less im- 
portant than was previously thought. Hence the ma- 
ternal cytoplasm must have within itself the poten- 
tialities of controlling a part of cell development. 

Dr. Harvey concludes that either these poten- 
tialities were previously given to the cytoplasm by 
the nucleus or are entirely nonnuclear. If the latter 
supposition is true, inheritance by genes would be 
restricted to later developmental stages or would 
control only certain characteristics while the cyto- 
plasm would govern the general growth of matter. 
Dr. Harvey does not attempt to upset accepted 
beliefs but she does think that if further growth of 
nonnucleate cells is obtained it will be necessary to 
establish some new concept of genetic inheritance.
